Throe Track Records Are Broken and Two Equalled 
ii\ January — Some Bhiftr Tounssters. 



Tliret* traik reit>rd» were broken and two others 
were equalled by the two-year-oldn racing during the 
iiioiitli of January. The new marks are Sweet 
Kilty's :41A for three and one-haif furlongs at 
As<*ot I’ark; Iterlinont's :42ji for the same distance 
at t'res«*ent I‘ark. and Boserrian's ::C»| for three 
fuiioiigs at t’ity Turk. Wlieii Beiuay and Frank 
i-«a*d ran tlieir deail heat in :4S at frescent Bark 
»*n Tuesday last tiiey equalled a record of long 
standing fur the half nille at that track. In fact 
it is the third time in fourteen years that so fast 
a ia«i“ has l*een run over the old course at New 
Orleans. The record was established in 1H«2 by 
Surget. an age*l bay gelding by Pawnee, out of 
Ouacuita. It was not equalled until Lady (treen- 
W(Msl rf*ached the notch in liMM. The other record 
litnl was that for the thn‘e and one-half furlongs 
at Oakland, it is now held jointly by Sir Wilfred 
and N'appa at :41]. Incidentally this is but three- 
quarters of a sei-tuid slower than the American 
iec«»r«l which is held by Judge TluMuas. which as a 
seven year (dd. <*arrylng i:M ikmiiuIs. ran three and 
one half furlongs at Butte.
